Mr. McCallion enlisted in the War 
with Mexico at 'Winchester, Va., on 
January 5, 1847, in Co. E, U. S., 
First Dragoon. 
Later he was trans- 
ferred to the 2nd Regt., Co E, under 
Captain May. He was honorably dis- 
charged at the close of the war at 
Jefferson Barracks, St. Louis, Mo. 
Mr. McCallion came to this county 
during the Civil War and engaged in 
business at Cessna, where he is 
spending the evening of his life 
among relatives and friends quietlj 
and pleasantly, honored and respect- 
ed in the community.

The noise was heard at Macassa, 969 
miles away: at Borneo, 1,110 miles dis- 
tant: In "Western Australia, 1.700 miles 
away, and oven at Rodagues, distant 
more than ".900 miles. The dust and i 
powdered pumice thrown out of the 
crater made the entire circuit of the 
earth before settling down and were 
the cause of the strange sunsets that 
•were observed for many months.—New

In national councils his advice was

Between Colonel McClure 
and Abraham Lincoln a close inti- 
macy sprang up, and Lincoln de- 
clared that Colonel McClure knew 
more about state and national poli- 
tics than any other living man. 
In 


1862 he was appointed Assistant Ad- 
jutant General, with the duty of en- 
forcing the drafting in Pennsylvania. 
This work he did ably. In the same 
year he repurchased the Chambers- 
burg Repository and returned to edi- 
torial duties until 1864, when the of- 
fice was 
burned 
by Confederate 


troops and Colonel McClure's entire 
fortune wiped out. 


In 1868 Colonel McClure went to 


Philadelphia and engaged 
in the 


practice of law. He proposed to give 
up active politics, he told his friends, 
but m 1S72, when there came the 
movement for reform within the Re- 
publican party, he again took an ac- 
tive pait and became a Liberal Re- 
publican candidate for the State Sen- 
ate, but was defeated. 
He contested 


the election and legainod his Sena- 
tonal seat 
In 1S73 he was the inde- 


pendent and Demociatie candidate 
tor Mayor ot Philadelphia, but was 
defeated bj Stoklev by a small ma- 
jouty. 


Became Editor ot the Times 


Again m 1&75 Colonel McClure re- 


turned to lournalism in conjunction 
with Fiank McLaughhn. 
He then 


became cditoi-m-clnel oi the Phila- 
delphia Times, and there won the 
distinction which placed him m that 
small class ot editors who made 
themselves known over the country 
and whose peisonahties were strong 
influences in the political thought ol 
the da>.

The word "faith" being used twenty- 


iour times In this chapter, we may call 
It the great "faith" chapter, as Rev. Iv 
is the great "throne" chapter, the word 
being used fourteen times, and I 
Kings, xlll, the "man of God" chapter, 
the phrase being used fifteen times. 
We sometimes thus obtain from a 
word or phrase the key to the portion 
we are reading or studying. The word 
"believe," used over ninety times In 
John's gospel, helps us to understand 
John xx, 31. In a recent lesson we had 
an Old Testament saying used three 
times In the New, and now we have 
another. "The Just shall live by faith" 
is first found in Hab. 11, 4, and is 
quoted in Rom. i, 17; Gal. lii, 11; Heb. 
X, 38, and probably, as some think, 
each lime with a different emphasis. 
When we remember how our Lord 
•was refreshed by the great faith of 
two gentiles and how He repeatedly 
reproved His disciples for their lack 
of faith, we can see at least one way 
In which we can please Him or grieve 
Him. One has well said: 
Faith Is not what we see or feel, but Is a 
simple trust 
Jtn what the God of love bath aald of 
Jesus as the just. 


IBy faith we look ^at things not 


seen and are thus lifted above the 
things we see. The true believer 
walks by faith and not by sight. Be- 
lieving Gen. i and Ps. xxxill, 6, 7, we 
know how the worlds were made.

• ^orld says "Seeing is believing," but 
Jesoa said that If we believe we shall 
aee (John xl, 40). We must hold fast 
tfoat the way to understand ia to be- 
lieve and that without faith It Is Im- 
possible to please God (verses 3, 6). In 
the first half of OUT chapter we have 
faith illustrated In seven men from the 
book of Genesis, five of whom •were 


- mentioned by name by the Lord Jesus, 
He thus indorsing their record. Dr. 
Sapbir says that in the first three we 
Slave the sacrifice of faith, the walk 
of faith and the obedience of faith. 
The first is of necessity sacrifice, for 
unless we have the forgiveness of sins 
v'Tby the shedding of blood there can be 
no fellowship and no works of faith 
or labor of love. Abel could not offer 
a sacrifice of faith unless he had some 
word of God to- guide him, for faith 
eometh by hearing the word of God 
{Rom. x, 17).

TRAINING THE 
HORN. 
! 


Ordinary Ga» Pipe Said to e»e Beet Per 


This Purpose. 


Few of us can Ignore the dictates ot 


fashion. 
We wear a certain kind of 


clothes because it is the fashion to do 
so. We get into stiff and affected ways 
n our relation to society because fash- 
on says that we must do this and we 
must do that. 
Even in handling farm 


animals we cannot always have our 
own way, but must conform to certain 
decrees of fashion. 


The subject is brought up at this 


time by a farmer who finds himself in 
possession of a bull having very un- 
fashionable horns, says the Homestead 
His desire Is to have the horns curve 
nicely toward the front and downward, 
but instead of this the points of the 
horns are getting farther away from 
the head every day. He asks about 
the advisability of using "horn train- 
ers" or any other device to bring thes<» 
into the desirable shape. He calls at- 
tention ro the fact that one instance 
came under his notice where a horn 
trainer resulted in destroying the ends 
of both horns, making the last stage 
of the animal worse than the first. 


We shall take it for granted that the 


animal in question is either -a Short- 
horn or a Hereford, though this mat- 
ter is not stated. 
In our opinion no 


device yet invented will take the place 
of "weight" applied alike to each horn. 
We have tried the brass caps that are 
ordinarily found on the market, but 
have never been able to obtain caps 
of sufficient weight to bring about the 
desired results. One of the best and 
simplest plans that we have ever tried 
involves the use of a piece of ordinary 
gas pipe or, what is still better, the 
use of two "unions." A union is noth- 
ing more or less than'the joint used for 
connecting two pipes of different sizes 
The diameter of one side of the union 
may be three inches and the other side 
two inches. 
This lessening of size 


makes it fit the shape of the horn 
snugly. 


Of course in case of a large animal 


it may be necessary to use a union 
four inches in diameter at one end and 
three inches at the other, but in the 
case of a young animal the first size 
mentioned is generally large enough. 
Place one on each horn and then wire 
securely from one to the other. So 
much the better if they go on to the 
horn so that tvro or three inches of the 
tip project beyond the end of the un- 
ion, 
because when the weight is ap- 


plied in that way the effect will be to 
bend the horn at the base rather than 
to give the end an undesirable tilt 
downward. 
In addition to applying 


the weight In this way it is a very 
good thing to weaken the horn at the 
lower side of the base by a little filing 
or cutting. 


The instructions given above only 


apply in cases where it is the intention 
to give the horn a downward curve 
with an inward tendency, the weight 
applied in this case tending to bring 
the horn down, and the wiring will re- 
sult in gradually training the bora.* 
closer together at the point. When it 
comes to the matter of giving the 
horns an upward curve, as is desired 
in the case of Jersey cattle, it must be 
confessed that this is largely the work 
of an expert, and an amateur is very 
apt to do more harm than good.

Areteran of Two Wars Becomes Lone-; 


some—Known in This County. 


Cedar Vale, Kan., June 4, 1909 , 


Bedford Gazette:—In May, 1847,! 


I was mustered into the service ofi 
the United States army at Pittsburgh 
as a private of Co. M, Captain Cald- 
well's Company. Our company, with 
Capt. Samuel Taylor's 
went from 


Pittsburg to New Orleans on the 
steamboat Col. Yell, and from New 
Orleans to Vera Cruz on the steam- 
ship 
Alabama. 
We 
marched 
to 


Puebla under Gen. Frank Pierce and 
were attached to the second regiment 
Pennsylvania volunteers, commanded 
by Colonel Roberts, in Quitman's Di- 
vision. 


i 
We were in the battles of National 


Bridge, Chapultapec, Garita De Bolen 
and City of Mexico; after which John 
W. Geary took command of the .regi- 
ment. I remember well Captain Tay- 
lor, A. E. Schell and John Keefe of 
Co. L. As a Mexican War veteran, 1 
am getting somewhat lonesome and 
would like some of Co. L or M to 
write to me, and for you to give me 
the address of any living in your 
vicinity.
